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Capital Improvement Program Fund: The capital improvement program (CIP) is 

developed and updated annually by the City Manager with policy direction from the City Council, 
technical guidance from department heads, and through citizen interactions. A major capital 
project is generally defined as a non-recurring capital expenditure that has an expected useful 
life of more than five years and an estimated total cost of $25,000 or more. Examples include 
infrastructure, streetscapes, vehicles, equipment, land acquisition, and facility capital repairs.   
 
All capital expenditures must be approved as part of Capital Improvement Fund and with an 
associated City Council approved appropriation ordinance. The capital budget provides annual 
funding for long-term capital projects identified in the CIP and the City’s various master plans. 
During the annual budget process, each department submits its budget request including capital 
needs. Upon review of the requests, capital projects are recommended to the City Council for 
annual approval and appropriation within the Capital Improvement Program Fund.
